THE body of Tony Staplehurst - 
the pensioner who tumbled to his 
death from a cliff top in South 
Africa while on holiday - is set to be 
flown home in the coming weeks. 

Mr Staplehurst, 76, 
is believed to have 
slipped and fallen 50ft 
while on a guided tour 
of a nature reserve 
last week. 

Investigators are 
working on a theory 
he may have been dis¬ 
tracted as he fiddled 
with his video camera 
and slipped. 

A well-known figure MISSED; Tony staplehurst 
across the town, Mr 

Staplehurst had worked tirelessly in his role of 
trustee of the Willesborough Windmill Society. 
He was also involved in the Ashford Twinning 
Association and Friends of Hopewell. 

Mr Staplehurst was walking with a guide in 
the Robberg Nature Reserve with his second 
wife Anne when the accident occurred. His son 
has subsequently flown out to be with her. 

A post-mortem is expected to be heard in 
South Africa on Thursday and an inquest soon 
after. Once that is complete the body will be 
released and his widow and son will make the 
painful journey back home. 

Now friends are preparing to organise a 
remembrance service in the near future. 

The couple had been slightly ahead of the

Trekkers follow 
in footsteps of 
their ancestors

AN adventurer who walked 
900 miles to the South Pole 
says he is pleased to have 
settled some unfinished 
family business. 

Will Gow, from Aldington, is a 
descendent of the legendary Nimrod 
explorer Sir Ernest Shackleton, who a 
century ago abandoned his attempt to 
become the first man to complete the 
mammoth trek across Antarctica. 

But 35-year-old Mr Gow and his two 
companions managed to do what their 
ancestors could not when they 
reached the South Pole last week. 

Speaking to Yourashford from the 
pole, Mr Gow said: “It was quite a 
relief to complete the challenge after 
66 days of travelling. It’s been a fan¬ 
tastic experience and we are all pretty 
shattered.” 

Mr Gow normally works as an over¬ 
seas business development specialist 
in the city. 

He said: “It was tougher than I 
expected and we regularly experi¬ 
enced temperatures as low as -50C. 
Living in those conditions was chal¬ 
lenging but we spent about five years 
training for it, which paid dividends. 

“Ernest Shackleton was my great- 
great-uncle, and he got to within 97 
miles of the South Pole. To try to beat 
that mark and then actually go all the 


way was a unique opportunity for us 
and a great way to celebrate the cente¬ 
nary of his attempt.” 

Mr Gow’s two companions on the 
expedition were Henry Adams, 33, 
from Suffolk, and Lt Col Henry 
Worsley, 47, from Hereford. 

Mr Adams is the great-great-grand- 
son of Shackleton’s number two Jam¬ 
eson Adams, while Mr Worsley is a 
descendant of skipper Frank Worsley. 

Rather than follow the route to the 
South Pole taken by most people who 
venture there today, the team decided 
to stick to the tougher path their 
ancestors took back in 1909 - one that 
only two groups have completed since. 

Mr Gow said: “It was quite emotion¬ 
al when we reached the end, yet 
slightly anti-climactic at the same 
time. But once we started to soak up 
the atmosphere of being at the South 
Pole, it felt very rewarding after all the 
effort we put in. 

“I just can’t wait to get back to the 
UK now so I can see my girlfriend 
Louise and my father again.” 

The expedition also marked the 
launch of the £10 million Shackleton 
Foundation, which will fund projects 
that “capture the explorer’s spirit and 
hunger for calculated risk”. 

Mr Gow added: “Part of the reason 
we did this was to mark the centenary 
of the golden age of exploration, but 
we also wanted to complete unfin¬ 
ished family business and leave a 
legacy for future generations.”

group and near the finish of their 
walk when the accident happened. 

Mr Staplehurst, from Windmill 
Close, was midway through a conver¬ 
sation with his wife when he slipped 
over the edge. He landed 50ft below 
on a ledge. Attempts by paramedics to 
revive him failed. 

Henk Nieuwoudt, conservation 
manager at Plettenberg Bay where 
the couple were saying, said: “His wife 
was in absolute shock. You are talking 
to your life partner and then the next 
moment he’s dead. She screamed for 
help and other hikers in the tour 
party came to her assistance. 

“One minute her husband was 
there and the next moment he was 
gone. We suspect he lost his balance 
or tripped and fell. Maybe he got dis¬ 
tracted while filming.” 

The former banker lived close to the 
windmill he had spent much time 
working on. 

Councillor Bob Davidson, a fellow 
trustee of the Willesborough 
Windmill Society and a close friend of 
Mr Staplehurst, said: “He was seen as 
a very proud man, upstanding in the 
local community. 

“He was an original member of the 
team who started the restoration of 
Willesborough Windmill. 

“This led him to being appointed a 
trustee of the mill. He was also 
involved in the Ashford Twinning 
Association and Friends of Hopewell 
where he built up many friends from 
France, Germany and America.” 

It was while showing a school party 
around the windmill that Mr 
Staplehurst met his second wife Anne, 
who was accompanying the youngsters. 

Mr Davidson added: “Both Tony and 
Anne had a love of travelling. They 
wanted to get the most out of life 
when they could. 

“He went out of his way to ensure 
that all he took part in was seen to be 
successful. He will be sadly missed by 
all who knew him.” 

Terry Stock, from the Friends of 
Hopewell group, said: “He was a very 
active member of our group and our 
vice chairman. We were so sad to hear 
the news when his wife Anne told us 
on the phone.”

FOOTBALL fans will be able to get 
to Arsenal’s Emirates Stadium by 
public transport from the centre of 
town in almost the same time as it 
takes to make the journey to the 
home of Ashford Town FC. 

Yourashford compared the travel times when 
the new super fast train service to London 
kicks in this December. 

Incredibly, fans will be able to leave Ashford 
and reach the Premiership ground in just 46 
minutes. 

Yet catching a bus from the town centre’s 
Vicarage Lane car park heading towards the 
Homelands in Kingsnorth will take 43 minutes 
- just THREE minutes shorter. 

Ashford to St Pancras on one of the new 
Hitachi trains will take just 37 minutes.

Transport for London’s website then suggests a 
six minute tube trip and a three minute stroll 
will take you to your seat at the Emirates. 

Fans of our non-league heroes, however, must 
endure a 17-minute bus ride to the Tesco super¬ 
market at Park Farm then WALK the 26- 
minute remainder of the journey. 

Town fan Tom Cox said: “It is a laughable dis¬ 
covery - and one which shows how the 
Homelands so desperately needs a direct bus 
service.” 

Mind you, it will be considerably cheaper 
watching the Nuts and Bolts in action - the 
cost of a ticket to see Arsene Wenger’s men in 
the Premiership can cost anywhere between 
£42 to £92. You can enjoy the hospitality at the 
Homelands for a mere £8. 

What’s more, the train fare is likely to be 
steep too - with the ticket price set to be up a 
third on existing prices for the speedy service. 
Then, of course, there’s the small issue of laying 
your hands on one of the gold-dust tickets for 
the Premier League giants. 

But it puts getting to other nearby grounds in 
the shade. 

The quickest train journey to watch the 
mighty Gillingham in League Two action at 
Priestfield takes an hour and 28 minutes - 
which includes a 25-minute hike to get from 
Canterbury West to Canterbury East station. 
Even driving, according to Google, takes 45 
minutes. 

Fans of Championship strugglers Charlton 
Athletic face a 65-minute car trip or an hour 
and 36 minutes on the train. 

Dan Tolhurst from Arsenal FC said: “The 
faster service the new high speed link is provid¬ 
ing will definitely make the journey for our 
Kent supporters much easier.” 


A flood of roads 
chaos ahead of us 

HEAVY rain caused chaos on the bor¬ 
ough’s roads on Friday as rivers burst 
their banks. 

And there has been a warning of more 
disruption to come if forecast rain rolls in 
over the coming week.

RECRUITING a design guru to 
help shape the next generation of 
buildings in the borough is unnec¬ 
essary, according to a local archi¬ 
tect. 

He says failure to look at the bigger picture 
and the insistence on fees at the earliest stage 
of the planning process is preventing the iron¬ 
ing out of potential problems. 

Council chiefs, keen to ensure the town looks 
like a place people will want to live and work 
in, want a design champion to promote best 
practice in the town’s new buildings. 

Mark Hall is head of the general practice 
team of Westwell-based Cyma Architects and 
has been involved in buildings that have won 
awards from the council. 

He told Yourashford: ‘We often find our¬ 
selves battling with the planners and we work 
in a very considered historical style of build¬ 
ing. They can be too concerned with things 
such as ridge heights and eave heights, with¬ 
out looking at the holistic design. 

“Slavishly following rules in the Kent Design 
Guide can lead to bad buildings when you lose 
sight of the bigger picture. 

“It has become harder for architects to make 
informal representations to planners now that 
fees have been introduced for initial enquiries. 

“There was a time when an architect could 


chat to planners. That saved a lot of time and 
money. That has gone, to the detriment of 
design. These small things would make a big¬ 
ger difference to the standard of design than 
bringing in a big, headline-grabbing name.” 

The council says it does charge a ‘highly com¬ 
petitive’ price for initial enquiries for commer¬ 
cial projects - but not residential plans, such as 
home extensions. 

Mr Hall welcomed the idea of an independ¬ 
ent design panel, but hoped local practices 
would have some input. 

He said: We often feel left out and on the 
sidelines. We are well placed to really do some¬ 


thing special, but we don’t have the clout a big¬ 
ger practice would have.” 

He added: “If you look historically how cities 
and towns developed without planning, it can 
often be seen as more successful than the 
planned environment. When people build 
their own environment, they make sure they 
do it well.” 

Cllr John Kemp, portfolio holder for plan¬ 
ning and development, said: “The Design 
Panel will be made up of well-respected 
designers from the region to advise on emerg¬ 
ing development projects and the drafting of 
local design guidance.”

not hate, says 
Facebook Phill 


AS THE popularity of Ashford’s 
shared space scheme grows, the 
man behind a Facebook site pok¬ 
ing fun at the town’s efforts says it 
is not simply a “hate campaign 
against the local authorities”. 

The group on the popular online social net¬ 
working site has swelled to almost 1,300 
members since it was set up in November to 
raise concerns about the road scheme. 

But despite many members swapping 
scare stories about shared space - the 
group’s title is ‘Ashford’s shared space is an 
accident waiting to happen’ - the man who 
set it up says it was purely to raise a legiti¬ 
mate concern and not to slate the project. 

Television presenter Jeremy Clarkson, of 
the BBC’s Top Gear motoring show, has also 
attacked the project, calling it dangerous and 
a waste of money. 

Yet it is fulfilling a crucial role in the regen¬ 
eration of the town through its ability to 
break the stranglehold of the ring road. 

Shared space received another boost this 
week when Spelthome council in Surrey said 
it was considering a similar scheme for 
Staines town centre. 

Phill Thome set up the Facebook group 
because his mother, who has one eye, felt the

new scheme had restricted her independ¬ 
ence. He said: “I am proud of my mum and 
how she has overcome her sight problems. I 
felt something needed to be said for those 
people. 

“The site has led to a lot of heated debate. 
Some people are for the scheme, others 
against it. Some want to point out the mis¬ 
takes they think have been made. It’s all 
about raising awareness - this is not some 
sort of hate campaign against the local 
authorities.” 

The main concerns among members are 
the ability for pedestrians to make eye con¬ 
tact with drivers in the shared space scheme 
and the speed of traffic along Elwick Road. 

Mr Thome said: “Traffic is still travelling 
faster than 20mph. Any pedestrian would 
rightly hesitate before stepping into a road 
with cars travelling at 30 or even 40mph.” 

However, Mr Thorne is positive about 
many of the aspects of the scheme. 

He said: “Something had to be done about 
the old ring road. When all the development 
is done on the other side of Elwick Square I 
think it will be excellent and shared space 
will have to work because there will be a lot 
more pedestrians.”

How long have you been connected with Ashford? 


A I arrived in Ashford in the 1980s, having 
been posted to Templar Barracks as part of 
my military career. Having completed my term 
of service, I remained in the area. 


ft What do you think of the changes that have happened 
l^over the years? 

A I have seen Ashford change from a market 
town and, before that, a railway town. I’ve 
experienced the closure of the railway works 
and moving the market out of the town centre. 

As a councillor, I am now part of working 
towards a new Ashford of the future with all 
the developments and changes taking place. 

We will have to wait and see how future gen¬ 
erations see the changes and how they will 
affect their lives. 

Q lf you were to try and persuade someone to come to 
Ashford, what would you say? 

Ashford offers people the opportunity to set¬ 
tle into a new community environment and 
a better place to live, with close connections to 
Europe and London and attractive, open and 
unspoiled countiyside.

What do you think of the state of local democracy? Is it 
healthy in the borough? 

After government changes to the structure 
of local democracy, I do not believe it is 


healthy. The ruling party is able to bring in 
changes with little opposition - other than a 
token listening gesture. 

Q How do you think the town can create a sense of commu¬ 
nity given the big changes that are expected? 

A lt will be difficult for Ashford during this 
period to create a sense of community. The 
established community has a sense of the past 
and might resist change, while the younger 
generations will accept it. 

Communities are formed over time. Today 
there are too many changes and too much 
movement of families. 

Q Can you think of one thing that could be changed that 
would really help the town? 

Any new development in any area of the 
town must be completed on time and on 
budget. 

People should not be subjected to long 
delays that might have an effect on their day- 
to-day lives. 

ft What impact do you think the credit crunch and global 
Heconomic downturn will have on jobs, housing and busi¬ 
ness in the borough? 

Ashford is already suffering from the down¬ 
turn, illustrated by the fact the council has 
a large overspend due to the reduction in 
income. 

Future development may also slow down.

Housing has already been affected, especially 
for any families placing their homes on the 
market. Ashford has a huge open market in 
relation to housing. 

This may result in difficulties for Ashford 
council in delivering growth in the time given. 

Services may also be affected, with redun¬ 
dancies possible in many areas of employment 
throughout our light industrial and service 
areas.

When not involved in local politics, what do you do? 


A I have a commitment to youth through 
being chairman of Ashford Scouts. I am also 
vice-president of Ashford Hospital Radio, carry¬ 
ing out a live broadcast every Sunday after¬ 
noon. 

I am president of Ashford Arthritis Care, 
which involves fundraising; a trustee of 
Willesborough Windmill, a member of 
Willesborough Community Forum, trustee of 
two local charity organisations, a local com¬ 
munity councillor and a school governor. 

ft If you were marooned on a desert island - aside from the 
Hfamily - who would you want your only companion to be 
and why? 

A My companion would be a radio, with lots of 
batteries or solar-powered, so I could listen 
to music, local topics, news and not need to keep 
it on if I do not wish to listen.

WE HAVE found the ultimate 
present for your Valentine - a heli¬ 
copter lesson. 

Kent is lucky enough to have one of the best 
helicopter pilot training schools in the UK. 

AV8 Helicopters, at Rochester Airport, offers 
introductory flying lessons so you can experi¬ 
ence the thrill of taking control of a helicopter. 

So if you’re looking to sweep your Valentine 
off their feet, this could be the answer. I went 
along to Rochester Airport this week for a 30- 
minute introductory flight to find out more. 

Experiencing a mix of excitement and trepi¬ 
dation, I was introduced to my instructor 
Richard Cooke, 61, and immediately relieved 
to find myself in safe hands. 

He introduced me to the Robinson R22 heli¬ 
copter we would be going up in and I was 
stunned by how small it was. 

This is the most popular aircraft for training 
pilots as it is very light and therefore sensitive 
to the touch. 

Richard first explained the three flying con¬ 
trols - the cyclic stick used to speed up, slow 
down and go left or right, the collective lever 
used to make the craft rise or fall and two foot 
pedals used to control the tail rotor. 

For the trial flight you only take control of 
the cyclic stick in flight, but it’s good to under¬ 
stand the basics before taking off. 

Richard stressed how sensitive the stick is 
and explained where we would be flying and 
that once we were levelled out and settled in to 
a cruise the controls would be passed to me. 

The Robinson R22 has a perspex canopy (the 


front windscreen) stretching down to near 
your feet, which gives an incredible view and 
makes you feel like you’re floating on air. 

It was an amazing feeling just lifting off with 
the whole of Medway stretching in front of me 
as we headed towards Leeds Castle. Then 
after just a few minutes I gripped the control 
stick and was flying. 

Despite the safety warnings I immediately 
sent us veering off to the right. But Richard 
soon corrected me and I managed to keep a 
straight course, which is the aim of the intro¬ 
ductory lesson. As I relaxed and my confidence 
grew I was able to look around and take in the 
stunning views, having been blessed with 
clear blue skies on a rare sunny winter day. 


The feeling of keeping it straight and level, 
and speeding up to make small alterations in 
direction to the left or right was brilliant. 

AV8 run 20-minute introductory flights for 
£130 plus VAT, 30-minute flights for £147.50 
plus VAT and hour flights for £255 plus VAT, 
which are perfect gifts or birthday presents. 

After the trial flight if you’re as hooked as 
me then you need a minimum of 45 hours of 
lessons to get your private pilot’s licence, at a 
cost of £255 plus VAT per hour. 

They also offer flights in executive helicop¬ 
ters over London and Hellfire Comer in Kent 
for £150 per person plus VAT.

Finishing school 
to help motivate 
our youngsters 

TROUBLESOME teenagers are being 
invited to clean up their act by attending a 
modem-day version of a finishing school. 

Shy youngsters and those with low self¬ 
esteem have also taken part in the Brand 
You Experience, which aims to help school 
leavers prepare for working life through a 
series of motivational workshops. 

The scheme, which started in Dover last 
year and is now being extended to 
Maidstone, is a joint initiative between 
Kent County Council and mentoring and 
coaching organisation Beyond Excellence. 

Project leader Dean Martin said: “Some of 
the schools used the course as a means of 
rewarding pupils who weren’t troublemak¬ 
ers but who rarely shined in the classroom. 
But then we had some who were bouncing 
off the walls and others who had very low 
opinions of themselves and perhaps weren’t 
receiving the right support at home.” 

The next Brand You Experience course 
mns for five days from Monday, February 
16, at Bradbourne House, East Mailing, 
Maidstone. Each session mns from 9.30am 
until 3.30pm daily, and Mr Martin is 
encouraging potential employers to visit 
and offer their support to the youngsters. 

He said: “We have found from talking to 
young people and employers that they are 
often poles apart in what they expect from 
each other.”

Anglers unite to tackle 
'outrageous' EU scheme

EU PLANS to limit the amount of 
fish amateur anglers can catch 
will harm the shops and business¬ 
es that rely on the popular hobby 
say opponents. 

Boat charter companies, tackle shops and 
other businesses could suffer unless the 
European Union withdraws what many 
insiders believe is an unfair ruling for recre¬ 
ational fishermen in the UK. 

The plans are aimed at clamping down on 
Continental fishermen who use large nets to 
gather fish to feed their families. 

If the EU does not back down, skippers who 
take tourists on sea-angling trips off Kent’s 
coast and those who fish from piers will have 
to abide by the same quota rules as commer¬ 
cial fishermen throughout Europe. 

Kent Charter Fishing owner Dave Hancock 
said: “This could slaughter our business, but

we may have no choice but to deal with it. 

“It would make life very difficult and mean 
we would have to fish for different species 
and record every catch, which would be a big 
hassle. If you put our catches beside the 
amount caught by commercial fishermen, the 
numbers are insignificant. It doesn’t seem 
fair. We want things to stay the way they are.” 

Kent MEP Daniel Hannan, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the European Parliament’s committee 
on fisheries, said: “It’s outrageous that they 


are extending this policy to recreational 
anglers. When large-scale commercial fishing 
in places such as Margate dried up, people 
started taking tourists out on angling trips on 
boats instead. 

“For them to have to register their catch is 
preposterous. But I think there’s a reasonable 
chance of stopping this going through. I’m 
fairly confident we’ll be able to fix it.” 

About 1.4 million people enjoy sea fishing 
off Britain, creating about 20,000 jobs in the 
process.The newly-formed Angling Trust has 
promised to fight the new proposals all the 
way and is encouraging recreational fisher¬ 
men to contact their MEPs. 

Member Leon Roskilly said: “We would like 
the two sectors [commercial and recreational] 
to be regulated differently and more appro¬ 
priately, because if this goes through it will 
have a hell of an impact. 

'We’re having meetings with Defra and the 
European Anglers’ Alliance. There’s been a 
furore over this - whoever came up with this 
regulation can’t have imagined they would 
receive such a reaction.” 


A LEADING Kent police officer has voiced 
“frustration” over the force’s misreporting of 
serious violent crimes in the county. 

Kent Police were among 18 forces that had 
incorrectly counted the numbers of the most 
serious offences such as murder and grievous 
bodily harm (GBH) due to a change in Home 
Office guidance. 

The county constabulary was forced to sus¬ 
pend serious violent offences statistics from its 
crime figures for the third quarter of 2008. 

Acting Assistant Chief Constable Peter West 
said: “It is frustrating, in so much as when 
there are new crime recording and differences 
introduced and the guidance that goes with it, 
it takes a period of settling down. 

We have suspended our figures because of 
applying the wrong interpretation to the 
guidelines, but we will know the figures before 
the end of the financial year,” Mr West added. 

“Serious violent crime was 6.3 per cent of our 
total -1,277 out of20,204 - and when we have 
gone through every one with the most recent 
guidance, every indication is that the figure 
will fall.” 

He said the changes did not alter the fact 
that violent crime in the county was falling. 
Kent showed a nine per cent reduction in total 
violent crime. 


Innovative midwives rewarded by reduction in caesarean rates 


MIDWIVES in Kent have developed an idea 
that has seen caesarean section rates drop by 
five per cent. 

Concerns have been raised that caesarean 
rates, which had doubled in 10 years, are too 
high and the NHS has been working to ensure 
more women have normal births. 

Sarah Gregson, a consultant midwife for 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
entered her team into the Royal College of 


Midwives (RCM) annual awards in the inno¬ 
vation category. 

They arranged for the midwife caring for a 
woman in labour to fill in a form every hour 
noting information such as changes of position 
and keeping the woman upright. Midwives 
also encourage different support strategies, 
such as using water. 

And their work, which has cut caesarian 
rates, was placed in the UK top three at a cer¬ 


emony at the Royal Garden Hotel in London. 

The audit tool, devised in 2003 by a group of 
midwives led by Hilary Thomas at Pembury 
Hospital, was used again during 2007-08. 

Mrs Gregson said: “C-section rates have dou¬ 
bled across the UK but we have not been sav¬ 
ing more mothers or babies because of it. 

“Maternity services are looking at how we 
can increase normal births because there are 
health benefits for both mother and child.” 


Research shows that women who give birth 
normally are more likely to breast feed, which 
is best for the newborn. During the second 
trial of the audit, caesarean rates dropped by 
two per cent overall from 26 per cent of births 
in 2007 to 23.4 per cent in 2008. 

Mrs Gregson said that while C-sections were 
important for women experiencing serious 
complications or with medical conditions, 
many were being carried out unnecessarily.

Why we should wrap TV star 
Brian Cant up in cotton wool 


FIRST Oliver Postgate and now 
Tony Hart. For those 30-some- 
things weaned on a diet of BBC 
children’s TV of the Seventies and 
early Eighties, these are dark 
times indeed. 

There is perhaps nothing more likely to 
bring home to you that youth has truly passed 
you by and you’re entering an older genera¬ 
tion, than when entertainers from your child¬ 
hood start shuffling off this mortal coil. 

It was bad enough when, quite recently, I 
learned the chap who played Timothy Claypole 
in Rentaghost had died years earlier. Timothy 
Claypole? Dead? What is the world coming to? 

But while Oliver Postgate’s creations such as 
Bagpuss and Ivor the Engine will live on, Tony 
Hart’s death was particularly sad. 

Postgate was always a man whose fame grew 
by his name appearing in the credits of so 


many programmes. His face was anonymous. 

But for many years, Hart was the embodi¬ 
ment of children’s telly. He would occupy a slot 
prior to Grange Hill or Blue Peter and dazzle 
us with his gentle artistic talents. 

A huge city skyline at night was always a 
speciality - created on a huge black canvas on 
the floor; it only becoming apparent what he 
was creating as a camera staring down from 
the ceiling brought it to life. 

But he was more than that. He was a kindly 
old uncle; a figure with authority and a sense of 
fun but with none of the overt ‘silliness’ which 
pervades the schedules for youngsters today. 

I can remember quite clearly joining an art 
club at infant school as they promised to send 
work off to the BBC to try and appear in Hart’s 
The Gallery. The Gallery was perhaps the ear¬ 
liest form of reality TV. As muzak played in the 
background the camera simply panned ‘art’ 
submitted by school children up and down the 
land. I once met someone who had indeed been 
fortunate enough to have their work displayed 


during this section of the show and I was left in awe. 

But Hart did not work alone ploughing a 
lonely furrow as a key component of children’s 
television. Oh no, he had help. There was 
Morph. A little brown plasticine figure who 
lived in Hart’s art box - the grandfather to 
Wallace and Gromit and a creation of future 
Oscar-winner Nick Park. I assume he, Morph 
that is, still lives on and is currently in mourn¬ 
ing for Hart. Cripes, if he still lives in that box 
I hope someone knows and can let him out for 
a stretch of his legs, otherwise we could face 
another tragedy. 

In the meantime we must treasure those 
that remain. Mrs McCluskey from Grange Hill 
take good care of yourself. Brian Cant, keep 
safe and warm. Johnny Ball - think of a big 
number and live the equivalent in years.

DAVIES 


How did you get into the business? 

I started here as a Saturday boy and then joined after 
leaving school. I did a three-year apprenticeship and then 
was head baker here for ten years. I then bought the busi¬ 
ness seven years ago. 

I always wanted to do something in food and after 
doing work experience here I was lucky the previous 
owner gave me the job. 

How is business for an independent baker? 

We get a lot of passing business and are always very busy 
in the mornings. We also have a big wholesale service and 
supply a lot of other businesses and places around 
Ashford. A lot of smaller bakers have had to go down that 
road in order to survive. We offer lots of different servic¬ 
es including cake making and decorating. 

Generally, the industry has got a good future. People 
like to buy their bread from somewhere where they know 
the people who have made it. We do everything here from 
scratch. Nothing is bought in ready-made. 

What would you say to someone thinking 
of taking up baking as a career? 

Finding good gualified staff is difficult and that can be 
what stops a business growing. My son started in the 
business six months ago. It can be hard. The hours can be 
unsociable. When I was young it was hard seeing my 
mates coming back from town after having a good time 
and I was working. It is a big commitment but in the long 
term it really paid off. I still have that passion for it now.

Amid the gloom comes 
light for eager buyers 


IT will hardly come as a show to 
discover the general view among 
those in the property market is 
that 2009 is not shaping up to be a 
good year. 

But there is still some encouraging news 
around for those who want to move house. 

First the bad news. Prices are still falling — 
after a 15.9 per cent drop in 2008, according to 
the Nationwide — and some sellers are 
accepting offers of 20 per cent less than their 
asking prices while interest rates have been 
dropped to an all-time low in an effort to get 
things moving again. 

But analysts have some good news - if you’re 
not caught in negative equity - and can put

down a decent deposit - now could be an 
extremely good time to buy, they claim. 

This is because so many homes are selling at 
a discount and others are coming on to the 
market cheaply as they have been repos¬ 
sessed. 

Other figures show that some mort¬ 
gage deals are being offered which are actual¬ 
ly cheaper than renting in an effort by 
lenders to boost the market and get it moving 
again. 

Figures released last week by the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors showed 
that although the number of properties sold 
hit a record low at the end of last year, the 


number of enquiries rose at the fastest pace 
since August 2006. 

Research by estate agent Savills shows by 
the third quarter of 2007, when property val¬ 
ues peaked, buying was 44 per cent more 
expensive than renting. 

With the subsequent fall in prices, however, 
the gap is closing or not there at all. 

“It’s a cracking time to be buying,” says 
James Greenwood, managing director of the 
property-search agency Stacks. “There’s hard¬ 
ly any competition out there at the moment, so 
you’ve got the field to yourself. Prices have 
been discounted, there are distressed sellers 
who have to sell and there are some real bar¬ 
gains to be had, anything between 30 per cent 
and 35 per cent off peak value. We haven’t 
seen anything like this for years.”

fleet customers. The Insignia places it under 
pressure on all counts and prices start from a 
modest £15,935 - some £500 less than the 
final Vectra line-up. Styling is enhanced by 
two neat touches: blacked out door pillars 
lower a roofline that already makes the 
Vauxhall look like a four-door coupe, while the 
‘blade’ detail abaft the front wheel is a master 
touch suggesting power and muscle.

North said: “Our role is to work with indi¬ 
viduals who would not normally consider 
enterprise as a viable option for them. 

“They may have faced redundancy, 
health problems or just been out of the job 
market for a long time.”

THERE may not be any strong 
green shoots of recovery showing 
in Kent just yet, but there are some 
warm breezes blowing through the 
chilly economic climate. 

Businesses across the county are reporting 
that while the credit crunch has taken a bite 
out of their business, they are - so far at least 
- weathering the storms better than else¬ 
where in the UK. 

And much of the reason for the region’s 
resilience is being put down to an increasing 
export market and a confidence both in the 
current trading environment and in what the 
future holds. 

The Maidstone Economic Development 
Group of Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
(KICC) found members were showing greater 
confidence under current conditions than the 
south east in general, and nationally. 

John Taylor, chairman of the MED Group, 
said: “While these are challenging times, we 
are heartened by this positive attitude among 
our members. Clearly things are not as gloomy 
in Kent as the national picture would sug¬ 
gest.” 

David Foley, policy director of the Channel 
Chamber of Commerce which represents 
much of the east Kent coast, agreed there were 
relatively bright areas amid the bleakness. 

He said exporters especially were in a good 
position to fend off the crunch with the weak 
pound. 

“The potential for manufacturers in this 
area is considerable,” he said. 

Also firms which had a sound ecological base 
were doing relatively well because of a change 
in consumer sentiment, with people wanting 
more environment-friendly goods. 

Mr Foley reckoned the three basic principles 
of good business were price, good quality and 


service - with service being the clincher in 
rough trading times. 

Peter Hobbs, chief executive of the Channel 
Chamber, added: “We are seeing lots of small 
organisations, particularly in the service sec¬ 
tor, struggling as their sales begin to tighten. 

“As a result they are urgently reviewing 
their costs and who they buy from, in other 
words their procurement. 

“There are, of course, plenty of opportunities 
here for local businesses, for example, some 
local book keepers and accountants are report¬ 
ing an uplift in clients.” 

KICC members in the service sector - rather 
than manufacturing - are upbeat. 

During the three months to December, these 
members reported a 'less dire decline” in both 
home and export sales than the rest of the 
south east. 


Elsewhere, while order books are dipping 
and cash-flow worsened, KICC members 
appear to be performing better than elsewhere 
in the nation. 

Interestingly, their levels of business confi¬ 
dence were higher, which is an important fac¬ 
tor in getting the economy back on track. 

An equal proportion expected sales to rise in 
2009 as to fall, and although more expected 
profits to fall than to rise, this gloom was much 
less widespread than the rest of the south 
east, despite the fact that more KICC mem¬ 
bers were carrying spare capacity. 

The higher confidence is reflected in pre- 
December employment which held steady, 
unlike the rest of the south east and the UK, 
and while there were more firms expecting to 
cut staff than those aiming to hire more, there 
was less pessimism.

SAM Northeast stepped up his ambitions 
of becoming the next Academy youngster 
to break into the Kent team after a consis¬ 
tent run of scores for England under-19s.

Sport handed a funding 
lifeline to compete in 2012 



DREAMS of entering a Great Britain hand¬ 
ball team for the 2012 Olympics were given 
renewed hope after an Ashford man helped 
secure funding from Europe.
